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ADVISORY ACTION 



1 . Claim 1 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hillier et al. 
(Accession AA398583). Although Hillier et al. is silent to teaching that the nucleotide sequence 
encodes a lysozyme having amino acids 19-146 of SEQ ID NO: 4, the nucleotide sequence 
would inherently have the property of encoding the claimed lysozyme comprising amino acids 
19-146 of SEQ ID NO: 4 (see MPEP 2112). Amending the claim to recite that the lysozyme 
consists of amino acids 19-146 of SEQ ID NO: 4 may overcome the rejection. 

Claims 6-10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Guan et al. 
(US Patent 5,643,758) in view of Hillier et al. (Accession AA398583) for reasons of record.
